Soys Ruling 
on Guideline 
to Be Changed 


NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) - 


The governor of Louisiana says 
he disagrees with a federal 
court 
order 
to desegregate 


Southern public schools next fall 
and thinks the U.S. Supreme 
Court will reverse the decision. 


"I disagree completely with 


the majority," Gov. John J. Mc- 
Keithen said 
Thursday, after 


the decision by the 5th U.S. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals. "I pre- 
sume the case will be appealed 
to the United States Supreme 
Court, and I think there are am- 
ple grounds for the Supreme 
Court to reverse this 2-1 deci- 
sion." 


The court held that the guide- 


lines set up by the Department 
of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare should be followed by fed- 
eral courts in school desegrega- 
tion orders and that all grades, 
including kindergarten, should 
be desegregated by the fall of 
1967. 


To which Florida School Supt. 


Floyd T. Christian remarked: 
"It would be as impossible as 
flying to the moon to 
complete 


desegregation by next fall. It 
will take time because of prob- 
lems such as the location of 
schools, 
inadequate 
facilities 


and a shortage of teachers." 


The 
2-1 
court 
decision 


stemmed from seven school de- 
segregation cases heard last 
May. 
The cases involved three 


school boards in Alabama and 
four in Louisiana. 


Under the HEW guidelines, 


segregated school systems do 
not get federal aid. Those sys- 
tems under court order to de- 
segregate or which have agreed 
to comply with the Civil Rights 
Act of 1954 continue to get aid. 


The guidelines have been un- 


der attack by many Southern 
congressmen and other political 
leaders who contend HEW is 
pushing 
desegregation 
faster 


and farther than the courts or- 
dered.

China Purge 
Hits Foreign 
Minister

TOKYO (AP) — One day aft- 


er his ouster was demanded by 
the Red Guards, Red Chinese 
Foreign Minister Chen Yi deliv- 
ered a firey speech Thursday 
praising the "cultural revolu- 
tion" purge. 


"The situation in the great 


proletarian cultural revolution 
in China is excellent," Chen told 
a Peking rally of 100,000 per- 
sons, Including Red Guards, the 
official New China News Agen- 
cy reported. 


Chen repeatedly praised Com. 


munlst Chairman Mao Tse-tung, 
who with Defense Minister Lin 
Piao turned loose the young Red 
Guards last August to drive 
anti-Mao thinkers from public 
life. 


Neither Mao nor Lin attended 


the rally. Premier Chou En-lai 
did but did not speak. 


Red Guards attacked Chen, 


65, Wednesday in posters criti- 
cizing him for unspecified "per- 
sonal remarks" and demand- 
ing: "Kick old Chen out." 


The wife of the foreign minis- 


ter, Chang Chien, a work com- 
mittee deputy chief at a printing 
plant, was accused of restric- 
ting plant workers' campaigns 
and his son, Chen Shao-lu, was 
accused of mistakes while serv- 
ing as a member of a crop in- 
spection team. 


In his speech Chen said the 


main target of the purge "is the 
handful of people within the 
party who are in authority and 
are taking the capitalist road. 
They are as time bombs placed 
within our party." 


He said the purge "has bro- 


ken through the obstructions 
raised by the bourgeois reac- 
tionary line (anti-Maoists) and 
is 
developing 
in 
depth and 


breadth." 


He also denounced the Soviet 


Union and Indonesia's new gov- 
ernment 
for "dirty political 


deals." The failure of the at. 
tempted 
Communist 
coup in 


Indonesia in October 1965 was 
followed by a swing away from 
the pro-Chinese policy which 
Indonesia had followed and con* 
stituted Red China's gravest 
setback in the foreign policy 
field In many months.

What are the prospects for peace in 1967? 
The year 1966 ends on the same note of Uncertainty which 


lias afflicted U.S. foreign policy since the escalation of the 
war in Vietnam. Yet foreign affairs prognostioa'ors and 
crystal ball gazers foresee 1967 as a more peaceful year. 


They predict a truce, if not peace, in Vietnam in the 


next 12 months. They also see further relaxation in East- 
West tension in Europe and a continued decline in Communist 
influence in Latin America. 


In the view of specialists an communism, the mounting 


conflict between Russia and Kcd China will do much io deter 
Moscow and Peking from embarking on any new military 
adventures in the non-Communist world that arc likely to 
threaten peace. 


Here is how tilings shape up in Vietnam, Europe and Latin 


America: 


Vietnam 


There is increasing evidence that North Vietnam is begin- 


ning to suffer from war exhaustion. Ho Chi Minh is facing 
an increasingly disgruntled and restless population. 


Red China, herself in a state of political and economic 


disarray, is engaged in a bitter conflict with Russia which is 
likely to become more intense in 1967. Mao Tse-tung would 
like to continue the conflict in Vietnam to the last Viet- 
namese. But he is not in a position to give substantial and 
effective military and economic aid to Hanoi. 


As a result, Ho Chi Minh, despite strong internal opposi- 


tion of pro-Chinese elements, is beginning to move closer to 
Russia. His two Asian partners, the Communists of North 
Korea and Japan, have already abandoned Peking in favor 
of Moscow. 


Diplomats from Communist East Europe make no secret 


of their belief that North Vietnam and the Viet Cong cannot 
win the war against the United States and its allies. They 
hint broadly that it is now in Russia's interest to check

A—Peptic ulcer is a gen- 


eral term that includes ulcer 
of the stomach and of the 
duodenum which is just be- 
yond the outlet of the stom- 
ach. In peptic ulcers the di- 
gestive juices gradually digest 
weakened tissues. The deeper 
the ulcer the greater the 
danger that it will erode a 
blood vessel. This complica- 
tion is most likely to occur 
in persons who are unaware 
that they have an ulcer or in 
persons with a chronic ulcer 
that is inadequately treated. 


Staying on an ulcer diet 


would be a tedious way to pre- 
vent 
a 
recurrence. 
Most 


victims, by leading a more re- 
laxed life, can liberalize their 
diet, still avoiding highly ir- 
ritating foods and prevent 
having a r e c u r r e n c e . Du- 
odenal ulcers do not become 
cancerous but ulcers of the 
stomach, unless promptly and 
adequately treated, often do. 


Q—Can a stomach ulcer be 


cured? If so, how long will it 
take with proper treatment? 


A—Most peptic ulcers will 


heal in about three weeks 
with proper treatment. The 
problem is to find the causa- 
tive factors and control them, 
otherwise recurrence is in- 
evitable.

The federation was created in 


1955 with the merger of the AFL 
and the CIO. 


In a letter sent to its union 


locals, the UAW contended the 
AFL-CIO "is not fulfilling the 
basic aims and purposes which 
prompted the merger." 


The statement was signed by 


the union's four top officers — 
President Walter Reuther, Sec- 
retary-Treasurer

and Vice Presidents Leonard 
Woodcock and Pat Greathouse. 


It was an obvious attack on 


the leadership of AFL-CIO Pres- 
ident George Meany, with whom 
Reuther has feuded for years.

British Also 
Having Slum 
Troubles 


By GODFREY ANDERSON 
LONDON (AP) - 
By the 


standards of Charles Dickens' 
day, Britain today is an affluent 
society where the combination 
of private enterprise and the 
welfare state provide for most 
needs. Yet three million fami- 
lies live in slums, near-slums or 
grossly overcrowded conditions. 


Social workers call them the 


hidden homeless — 
families 


crowded into single rooms, in 
damp basements, often sharing 
a toilet and cold water faucet 
with 
up to 20 other people, 


threatened by imminent family 
breakup because of the tensions 
under which they live - but 
still paying high rents. 


These families have a roof, 


however leaky. Their children 
are not barefoot or in rags as 
the poor were a few decades 
ago. 
They are not underfed, 


though dieticians say they are 
often undernourished. 


A dedicated group, headed by 


a Scottish Presbyterian minister 
and his Boston-born wife, has 
decided the plight of the hidden 
homeless adds up to a national 
emergency. Three million fami- 
lies, they point out, mean at 
least 10 million people. All polit- 
ical parties agree it will take at 
least 10 years to meet their 
needs if existing slum clearance 
programs are fulfilled. By that 
time, 
with normal population 


increase, there will be more 
seeking aid. 


The Rev. Bruce Kenrick, at 


46, knows what living in slum 
conditions is like. A wartime 
paratroop officer, he is a gradu- 
ate of Edinburgh University and 
Princeton 
Theological 
Semi- 


nary. While in America he mar- 
ried Isabel Rowland Witty of 
Cambridge, Mass., and together 
they worked weekends in an 
East Harlem, N.Y., Protestant 
parish in what he calls "the 
n;uck and dirt of God's world." 
The result was a book, "Come 
Out of the Wilderness." 


After returning to be ordained A 


in the Church of Scotland, he ' 
went to work in India but was 
brought home with typhoid. 


When he recovered, the Ken- 


ricks cast around for a place 
where they could 
be useful. 


They picked the drab West Lon- 
don section of Netting Hill, then 
notorious for race riots.

He started his Netting Hill 


housing trust on a shoestring 
but within a year it had $140,000 
gifts and raised five times that 
in loans and grants from au- 
thorities.

Christopher, who has mysti- 


fied audiences around the world 
with somewhat less formidable 
feats of legerdemain, is co-pro- 
ducer as well as performer in 
an hour-long show of magic on a 
Garry Moore special on CBS. 


If he can get the elephant on 


the stage — it took hours to 
figure 
out a way during re- 


hearsals — he swears he will 
stand 14 feet away, fire a pistol 
and make the elephant — plain- 
ly seen behind slatted gates — 
vanish in a puff of smoke. 


If he does, it will be the first 


time anyone ever did it on a 
brightly lit stage, and with a 
full-grown elephant in view. 


Houdini did it in 1918 on the

open letter to President Johnson 
questioning U.S. goals in Viet- 
nam. 


"Unless this conflict can be 


eased, the United States will 
find some of her most loyal and 
courageous 
young 
people 


choosing to go to jail rather 
than to bear the country's arms, 
while countless others condone 
or even utilize techniques for 
evading their legal obligations," 
the letter said. 


The letter, which the student 


leaders signed as individuals, 
was mailed to the White House 
Thursday. The signers are from 
both church and nonsectarian 
schools in every region of the 
country. 


There was no immediate com- 


ment from the White House. 


"We write," the students said, 


"in hope that this letter will en- 
courage a frank discussion of 
these problems. If such a dis- 
cussion clarified American ob- 
jectives in Vietnam, it might 
help reverse the drift, which is 
now from confusion toward di- 
saffection. To this end, we sub- 
mit for your consideration some 
of the questions now agitating 
the academic community: 
" - 
There is doubt that 


America's vital interests are 
sufficiently threatened in Viet- 
nam to necessitate the growing 
commitment there. 


" - There is doubt that such 


vital interests as may be threat- 
ened are best protected by this 
growing commitment. 


" — There is doubt that a war 


which may devastate much of 
the countryside can lead to the 
stable and prosperous Vietnam 
we once hoped our presence 
would help create. 


" — There is considerable 


concern about apparent contra- 
dictions in the American posi- 
tion on certain points basic to 
any efforts to negotiate a settle- 
ment. High government officials 
reiterate our eagerness to nego- 
tiate "unconditionally," but we 
remain unclear about our will- 
ingness to accept full participa- 


tion by the Viet Cong as an in- 
dependent 
party 
to 
negotia- 


tions." 


The letter urged Johnson to 


extend the New Year's truce 
even without a formal agree- 
ment with the Communists. It 
said this could be done by "de 
facto restraint on both sides." 


The students' idea to write the 


letter to Johnson grew out of a 
debate at the annual congress of 
the National Student Association 
last summer on the campus of 
the University of Illinois. 


The suggestion was put for- 


ward during the debate by Al- 
lard K, Lowenstein, a former 
president of the association who 
is now a lawyer and active re- 
form Democrat in New York. 


After the debate concluded, a 


group of 200 students held a 
rump meeting on the campus 
and agreed to draft such a let- 
ter. 


They passed a hat and raised 


$83 to cover the expense of 
mailing 
the letter to student 


leaders around the country. 


The letter was drafted and 


redrafted during September at

in

omore at Smith College. 


The students, however, post-

Fight Flares 
on Even of 
2-Day Truce 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) 


- Small-scale fighting flared In 
South Vietnam's Mekong Delta 
and the central lowlands today 
on the eve of the two-day New 
Year's truce. 


In the air war, bad weather 


again curtailed raids on North 
Vietnam, but U.S. B52 bombers 
made three attacks on Commu- 
nist positions in South Vietnam. 


With the New Year's cease- 


fire scheduled to start at 6 p.m. 
EST Friday, Premier Nguyen 
Cao Ky threatened to cancel the 
four-day truce promised for the 
Vietnamese New Year in Febru- 
ary unless the Viet Cong ob- 
serve the truce this weekend 
better than they did the Christ- 
mas cease-fire. 


In Saigon, American sources 


reported that a five-day port 
strike protesting the replace- 
ment of Vietnamese dockwork- 
ers by American servicemen 
had been settled. The settlement 
came near the end of an ineffec- 
tive 
12-hour 
general 
strike 


called in Saigon by the Viet- 
namese Confederation of Labor. 


South 
Vietnamese 
troops 


clashed in three brisk firefights 
with Viet Cong guerrillas in the 
Mekong Delta and reported kill- 
Ing 45 of the enemy. Govern- 
ment casualties were reported 
moderate in one clash 65 miles 
southwest of Saigon and light In 
two actions 54 miles southwest 
of the capital. 


U.S. 
headquarters reported 


the loss of an Air Force propell- 
er-driven Skyraider 22 miles 
northeast of Phan Thiet on the

In two of the day's three B52' 


raids, the bombers struck be- 
fore dawn at North Vietnamese 
supply areas in Kontum Prov- 
ince in the central highlands.

at midday by a B52 strike eight 
miles west of Bong Son, on the 
central coast about 280 miles 
northeast of Saigon. A spokes- 
man said the target of this raid 
was a battalion-size force of 
North Vietnamese troops, or 
about 500 men.
